Obstructing an Officer 


Without any doubt, punching a 
policeman in the nose would 
amount to the crime of “obstruct- 
ing an officer.’ But what about 
the assorted lesser confrontations 
that arise daily between citizen 
and constable? Where does the 
law draw the line? 

Generally speaking, you may be 
guilty of this offense even if you 
do not resort to any force at all 

Take the case of a youthful 
demonstrator who “went limp” 
when the police ordered him 


to climb a patrol wagon 
Charged with obstructing 
an. officer, he argued that he 


could not be punished for simply 
doing nothing 


Nevertheless, the court found 
him guilty as charged, The court 
said his refusal to obey a lawful 
order not only delayed and ob- 
structed his own arrest but also 
delayed and obstructed the arrest 
of others 

Affirmative action, of course, 
is even riskier, Thus 

A motorist lost his temper when 
he found a meter maid beside his 
parked car, writing up a ticket 
that he felt was unjustified. 

First, he refused to accept the 
ticket. Then, when the meter 
maid tried to put it on his wind- 
shield, he blocked her path and 
deflected her arm 

A court concluded afterward 
that these actions, added together, 
did constitute the offense of ob- 
structing an officer, 

This does not mean, however, 
that a policeman has to be treated 
wit" kid gloves. Reasonable re- 
monstrance is within a citizen's 
rights 

In another case, while a man 
was being placed under arrest in 
a tavern, his wife informed the 
police—with vigor—that they had 
no right to take him away. Still, 
she did not interfere physically 
with the arrest. Nor did she use 
threatening language. 

Haled into court for obstruct- 
ing an officer, the woman was 
found not guilty of any offense. 
The court said: 

“Policemen are no more exempt 
from criticism than cabinet min- 
isters.”’

More High 
School Grads 


More students are graduating 
from high school than ever be- 
fore, according to the U.S. Dep- 
artment of Labor’s Bureau of 
Labor Statistics. 

In October 1971, there were 
12.7 million youths, 16 to 24 
years old, in the labor force 
and no longer in school. Near- 
ly eight out of 10 were high sch- 
ool graduates. Ten years earl- 
ier, of the 9.2 million out-of- 
school youth in the labor force, 
only about six out of 10had com- 
pleted high school. 

Approximately one-fifth of 
the youth not’ in school were 
dropouts, and they had greater 
difficulty in the job market than 
those with a high school educa- 
tion or more. The dropouts 
accounted for one-third of the 
unemployed youth but only a fif- 
th of the employed.

Obstructing an Officer 


Without any doubt, punching a 
policeman in the nose would 
amount to the crime of “obstruct- 
ing an officer.” But what about 
the assorted lesser confrontations 
that arise daily between citizen 
and constable? Where does the 
law draw the line? 

Generally speaking, you may be 
guilty of this offense even if you 
do not resort to any force at all 

Take the case of a youthful 
demonstrator who “went limp" 
when the ordered him 
to climb into a patrol wagon, 
Charged later with obstructing 
an. officer, he argued that he 
could not be punished for simply 
doing nothing 


police 


Nevertheless, the court found 
him guilty as charged. The court 
said his refusal to obey a lawful 
order not only delayed and ob- 
structed his own arrest but also 
delayed and obstructed the arrest 
of others. 

Affirmative action, 
is even riskier, Thus: 

A motorist lost his temper when 
he found a meter maid beside his 
parked car, writing up a ticket 
that he felt was unjustified, 

First, he refused to accept the 
ticket. Then, when the meter 
maid tried to put it on his wind- 
shield, he blocked her path and 
deflected her arm, 

A court concluded afterward 
that these actions, added together, 
did constitute the offense of ob- 
structing an officer, 

This does not mean, however, 
that a policeman has to be treated 
with kid gloves. Reasonable re- 
monstrance is within a citizen’s 
rights, 

In another case, while a min 
was being placed under arrest in 
a tavern, his wife informed the 
police—with vigor—that they had 
no right to take him away. Still, 
she did not interfere physically 
with the arrest. Nor did she use 
threatening language. 

Haled into court for obstruct- 
ing an officer, the woman was 
found not guilty Sf any offense. 
The court said: 

“Policemen are no more exempt 
from criticism than cabinet min- 
isters.””

CANDY FACTS AND FANCIES | 


Whether you have an affec 
tion for almost any confection 
or are sweet only on the latest 
‘no jelly” peanut butter bar, 
you'll find that candy through 
the ages has a truly rich his- 
tory. 

The earliest known records 
referring to candy are in Egyp 
tian writings and paintings 
dating from 2,000 B,C, Crude 
drawings on tombs of, the 
Lith dynasty show the confec 
tionery processes used. Baking 
and confection making took 
place in the temples. The 
treats were not available to 
everyone, They were offered 
to the gods or reserved for 
rovalty. 


The general public first 
associated sweets with medi 
cine, Druggists used them to 
disguise the bitter taste of 
their pills. Not until the mid- 
dle of the 16th century is 
there any reference to the 
manufacture of candy or the 
setting up of candy stores, 

The first candymakers in 
the American Colonies were 
the Dutch bakers of New 
Amsterdam, In the 17th cen: 
tury they made fancy crea- 
tions for special events such 
as Christmas and New Year's 
parties, 

The confectionary trade be- 


gan to flourish in the 18th 
century. Boston, New York 
Cily, and Philadelphia were 
the early centers of the trade. 

Grocery stores featured 
large wooden pails filled with 
candy, The proprietors scoop: 
ed out pieces of rock candy, 
colored sugar candy, and the 
first lollypops. These were 
simply dabs of sugar candy

More High 
School Grads 


More students are graduating 
from high school than ever be- 
fore, according to the U.S. Dep- 
artment of Labor’s Bureau of 
Labor Statistics. 

In October 1971, there were 
12.7 million youths, 16 to 24 
years old, in the labor force 
and no longer in school. Near- 
ly eight out of 10 were high sch- 
ool graduates. Ten years earl- 
ier, of the 9.2 million out-of- 
school youth in the labor force, 
only about six out of 10 had com- 
pleted high school. 

Approximately one-fifth of 
the youth not’ in school were 
dropouts, and they had greater 
difficulty in the job market than 
those with a high school educa- 
tion or more. The dropouts 
accounted for one-third of the 
unemployed youth but only a fif- 
th of the employed.

How- 
ever, he could not continue be- 
cause of the demands of his bro- 
iler and beef cattle programs 
Mrs. Jackson took over the vol- 
unteer job in February

port, she sends in monthly tapes 
to the National Oceanic and Geo- 
graphic Department. They have 
placed some real sophisticated 
equipment at her home for usein 
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reporting the weather condi-

I could just see us sitting 
there when the moon came up 
and we were- and I could just 
see my unwashed sheets lying 
there unwashed still - andthose 
blackeyed peas I'd planned to 
cook for supper would have to 
give way to hot dogs.

One by one, the team members

I am always amazed at the 
ability these miniature profes- 
sionals display.

' Wun . 
84-Year-Old Former Elba 
Resident Still Active 


Mrs. Annie Britt is 84 ye- 
ars old - still active, still 
-Singing, and an expert in cre- 
wel embroidery. 

This former resident of Cof- 
fee County, who raised her fam- 
ily in the Curtis Community, 
is also a former farmer, tea- 
cher and musician, who taught 
pinao during the Depression 
years for 10 cents a lesson. 
She once headed a U. S, Gov- 
ernment program, has a sister 
93, a brother, 86, and remem- 
bers courting in a fancy, rub- 
ber-tired buggy. She has been 
an amputee for 53 years. 

Mrs. Britt remembers well 
her father, who was a Civil 
War veteran, farmer, shoemak- 
er, blacksmith and buggy build- 
er. She was the youngest of 
16 children, raised on a corn- 
cotton farm near Alexander Ci- 
ty, Alabama. She left the farm 
at the age of 17 to become a 
teacher in Tallapoosa County. 
It was there she met her hus- 
band. 

They'd been married seven 
years and had three children 
when Mrs. Britt, who’d suf- 
fered a bone infection since age 
12, had her right leg ampu- 
tated above the knee. But, 
she continued working full time 
raising a farm family in Cof- 
fee County. 

In August 1963, lightning set 
fire to their home, and every- 
thing they owned was lost. They 
went to Pensacola to live with 
their youngest son, and it was 
there Mr. Britt died in 1969. 

Mrs. Britt had also lost her 
oldest son before that, but she 
had many interests in life - her 
other children, hobbies, reli- 
gious work and memories - 
memories of taking music les- 
sons at a conservatory, becom- 

ing church pianist, seeing her 
first automobile and airplane. 
She also remembers the De- 
pression days when the hungry, 
tired and. sick came to the hav- 
en of her home. 

Mrs. Britt still memorizes 
two or three Bible verses a 
week and writes newsy letters 
to her children and grandchil- 
dren. Her five living children 
are Earl, Roger, Leon, Tom- 
my and Margaret Ann.

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3 Accidents 
in County 
Over Weekend 


The Alabama State Troopers 
investigated 197 rural traffic 
accidents with 105 injuries and 
11 fatalities from 6:00 p.m. 
Friday through 12 Midnight Sun- 
day. These fatalities occurred 
in the following counties, 3 in 
Montgomery, 3 in Covington and 
1 each in Walker, Calhoun, Tal- 
lapoosa, Pickens and Dallas Co- 
unty. 
These accidents bring the 
number of people killed in rur- 
al Alabama traffic accidents 
this year to 319 compared with 
304 killed during the same per- 
iod last year for an increase 
of 15 fatalities. 

The Dothan District troop- 
ers investigated 23 traffic acci- 
dents with 11 injuries and no 
fatalities during this weekend 
period, The Dothan District 
has .11 fatalities so far this 
yeat%as compared with 16 at 
this same time last year.
